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What one may term the moral elements of 
their actual expansion, existed in the bottom 
of the American soul long before the war 
which was to permit them so striking a man- 
ifestation, and to give them so rapid a de- 
Velopment. As to the interests, as much as 

© the ideas, which determined the war, these 
interests also existed long before the war. 

A favorite argument with expansionist 
Americans is that all the history of the 
United States has been but one long, con- 
tinued, immense expansion, from the At- 
lantic coast to the Mississippi, to the Gulf 
of Mexico, to the Rocky Mountains, beyond 
to the Pacific coast. But the sea is a limit, 
reply the anti-expansionists, among whom 
many would accept a reunion with Canada 
or an extension into Mexico. Whatever may 
be the value of an ocean as a limit, one fact 
is certain—the people of the United States 
since the day of their independence have not 
Cease to fix their eyes upon Cuba. More 
than that, what is the principle of the Mon- 
roe doctrine, ‘America for the Americans,’ 
even if under a modest appearance, 
than a principle of expansion? As a mat- 
ter of fact, since the promulgation of Mon- 
‘foe's doctrine the United States extended 
moral protection to all of South America, 
a portion for Central America, and from this 
epoch insisted that Europe treat the Ameri- 
can republics as independent States, and 
not as colonies. In taking up arms to de- 
fend Ctba the Americans have not been 
unfaithful to the Monroe doctrine. 


= CHANGES NOT ALL CHANCE. 


| „But Porto Rico? Above all the Philip- 
= pines? These are not to be ineluded in the 
= principle of America for Americans. They 
are not located where America might have 
@ natural desire for expansion. It is no 
longer an idea of justice or humanity that 
pushed the Americans across the immense 
Pacific towards Asia. Is it chance alone 
that has caused the great archipelago to fall 
Into the hands of Americans? Is it chance 
that the first battle of the war undertaken to 
free Cuba was fought in the other extremity 
of the world? Is it chance that Admiral 
Dewey. after destroying the Spanish fleet, 
remained in the port of Manila? Is it in spite 
of themselves that the Americans had Spain 
cede them all rights in the archipelago? Cer- 
tainly not, for it was not by chance that the 
United States prepared the annexation of 
Hawall, to say nothing of Samoa, 

It was not without design and out of pure 
sentiment that the yellow press, as it is 
ealled in America, excited popular pas- 
sions. This press was the organ of large 
capitalists, great industrial monopolies, both 
in industry and commerce, known as the 
grand trusts. The sugar trust, which has 
existed for years, coveted Cuba if not Porto 
Rico. As for the far Hast, since 1896 a 
society of magnates of American capital is 

known as the American China Development 
company—Rockefeller, Vanderbilt, Have- 
meyer are among the members which consti- 
tute it. Their trade mark is a huge gold 
geal with the Chinese and American flag 
crossed upon it. For months the company 
had been in relation with Li Hung Chang, 
mind at the hour when the Americans de- 
Slared war with Spain in April, 1898, the

When China thus opened its doors to their 

enterprises American capitalists could not

GROWTH OF HALF A YEAR. | 


“The United States has long held the 
first place as the greatest agricultural ex- 
porting Country in the world. Hardly had 
Furope discharged her surplus population 
upon the vast plains of America than from 
these dry uncultivated plains came the 
supplement of alimentary products Eu- 
rope needed for her population in her too 
densely inhabited countries. Off there be- 
yond view was a young fertile soil, a uni- 
form soil, where the machintry of ground 
culture could be used at ease, a free soll 
where the emigrant farmer-proprietor was 
not o to share with any one the prod- 
uct of his land. For a long period Ameri- 
can Cereals and meats have entered into the 
European ‘consummation and the United 
States is the reserve store house of the 
world. The harvests of Illinois, of Dakota, 
of California supply the deficit of wheat in 
France and Russia and the deficit of rice in 
China and Japan. The exportation of 
American agricultural products has not 
ceased to increase during the last few years 
with the natural increase of population— 
rom 5688. 000, 000 in 1880 it is more than 
000.000 in 1899. But what characterizes 
the economic expansion of the United States 
is that it is not only an agricultural ex- 
pansion but an industrial expansion. Grand 
country ot agricultural exportation, it seemed 
in the natural order of events that it 
would be the grand country of Industrial 
importations. The contrary 1s the case. 
In 1880 the United States imported more 
than $300,000,000 of manufactured products; 
in 1598, as I have already said, it only im- 
ported $226.000.000, and the same year 
exported $290.000.000. In 1898 @xploitation 
of manufactured products made an enormous 
bound. In May, 1899. they formed 33 for 
100, in June 85.5 for 100 of the total of the 
exportations, and for the year they reached 
more than $330,000,000. On the average 
figure of importations these same articles 
during 1890-1898 only reached $314,000,000. 
One can say at the present hour that revolu- 
tion is operating in the economic equilibrfum 
of the world. ‘This important factor in the 
industrial world, the United States, has, I 
may say, changed sign. Yesterday it was 
the great client of foreign industry, today, 
as well as client, it is the concurrent.

The rails of the Transmandchourien come 
from American foundries, The first great 
woolen manufactory of China has just been 
founded in Tien-tsin; it was entirely con- 
structed and mounted by the Americans. 
It came from the shops of Pennsylvania; 
the electric apparatus was constructed at 
Pittsburg, the boilers and machints at Har- 
risburg, and the rest at Philadelphia. The

The transport 
companies of the Pacific can hardly accom- 
modate the orders for shipments.

Europe itself is not spared from the 
erican coneurrence, and the Oriental 
untries of Europe, 30 far from Atherica, 
like the Western countries of Europe, until 
lately first in the world, have already com- 
menced to see American industrial products 
invade the markets more and more.

TURKEY NOT OVERLOOKED, | 
Turkey was a short time ago a backward 
country, slumbering in half barbarity, when 
America decided to fulfill her commercial 
mission. In fact, the whole of southern 
Oriental Europe has become the regular 
market for America. From America first 
came the ministers to sét up in rivalry of 
European religions; the commercial agents 
followed; then the United States raised 
the 3 at Constantinople to the rank 
of Ambassador, and a direct line of steam- 
ers was established between Constantinople 
and New York. Europe then saw 15,000 
sacks of American flour sold at Corne d'Or. 
and 30,000 quintals of raw iron from Arkan- 
sas debarked at Constantinople, Salonique. 
Fiume, and Triest. The Sultan himself offi- 
clally asked the American government to 
send him professors to organize a college 
of agriculture in his capital, modeled on 
the colleges of the United States.

In November, last year, a great 
bicycle manufacturer in England deelared 
the best manufacturers buy their machinery 
in America. Not contented with sending to 
England steel plates, rails, locomotives, ma- 
chines of all sorts, paper for newspapers, the 
Americans now send their coal to the coun- 
tries where until recently the English coal 
was quite without rivalry.

RAISE ALARM IN ENGLAND. | 

All over England the cry of alarm was 
raised. The country felt itself menaced, 
already vanquished in industrial supremacy. 
Hardly a day passes but what one 
notes in the English press an article upon 
the victory of the American concurrence. 
The situation is such, sald the Times last 
April, that English manufacturers ask 
themselves if American concurrence will 
regulate prices In England, and if it was 
‘worth while to struggle against a concur- 
rence which troubled every one’s mind. And 
English manufacturers, beaten by the Amer- 
icans, fell back upon the government, which 
it accused of having failed to protect them, 
and demanded governmental aid to defend 
English industrial interests. 

“The American press registered with 
amusement English fears and anger. If we 
consider that Americans receive at the pres- 
ent moment more orders than they can exe- 
cute, that the general prosperity of their 
affairs in their own country render. them 
tor the moment incapable to respond to the 
offers Which surpass all their provisions, the 
Americans can soon celebrate, and the world 
will recognize it as an accomplished fact, the 
coming into power of the United States in 
the industrial body, To become entire mas- 
ters of the economic world it only remains 
for the United States to conquer the mar- 
itime and financial sovereignty; They are 
working to that end with the certitude of an 
approaching triumph. | 
The Americans remember today that in 
1855 they carried 75 for 100 of their 
exportation, and in 1861 the tonnage of their 
ocean marine was three or four times su- 
perior to what it has been in recent years— 
was, in fact, inferior to the English marine 
tonnage only by 400,000 tons. 
After the civil war, and at the time 
when there was a revolution in ship building, 
the substitution of iron for wood, the Amer- 
ican marine nearly disappeared from dis- 
tant seas. The great republic was absorbed 
in the work of her political reconstruction 
and economic interior development. Until re- 
cent years American ship constructors could 
not rival those of Glasgow, and tariffs pre- 
vented American merchants from buying ves- 
sels in England to transport under the Amer- 
ican flag the growing exportations of Amer- 
fea.

The masters of iron and 
steel, who are the Americans, excel in it. 
Without warning, in a stroke in 1898 the 
figure of naval constructions In America 
rose in the proportion of 1 to 4, and since 1899 
we have seen great English constructors 
obliged to borrow from the American con- 
structors. The recent war gave the signal 
for the rebirth of the American marine, the 
results of the war have precipitated the de- 
velopment. .The United States Possesses, 
with its great fronts upon the two oceans, g 
unique position. ith the possession or 
protectorate of Cuba and Porto Rico, the 
control of the interoceanic canal, with 
Hawali and the Philippines, the United 
States cannot content itself with being a

Thus last Feb 
ruary the control of the great Pillsbury flour 
mills passed from English stockholders to 
American stockholders, The latter, who a 
year ago possessed only a third of the stocks : 
today own the majority. 

Already the Wall street financiers pre- 
dict that the center of gravity of the finan- 


cial world is to be displaced. It will no, 


longer be. London but New York. New 
1 ork, said the President of a great bank, 

olds the upper hand. For the first time in 
history America is in a situation to dictate 
the price of exchange. This is a rapid tableau 
of American expansion, an expansion which 
is not an artistic expansion, which is not 
particularly a moral or intellectual expan- 
sion, nor a military expansion, nor even a 
colonial expansion, but it is the most pro- 
digious economic expansion the world has 
ever seen. The commercial empires of an- 
tiquity and the middle ages were Mediter- 
ranean empires, limited to Europe. In mod- 
ern times oceanic empires were founded from 
the Spanish and Portuguese Empires down 
to the British Empire, but the center of all 
these empires remained in Europe, always 
upon the same side of the ocean, and these 
empifes astonished the world by their im- 
mensity and the multitude of their subjects 
with the smaliness of the metropolis and the 
small list of masters and founders, 

Here today rises a new commercial em- 
pire almost without exterior possessions, but 
of which the founders are really the most 
numerous of civilized people, of which the 
center is half a continent, bathed for thou- 
sands of miles by two oceans, and which 
seems destined to embrace in a greater pro- 
portion than ever before the largest part of 
the economic world. 


AMERICAN SUPREMACY. 


„ What are the advantages which assure 
the United States with its economic supe- 
riority, its commereial expansion? ft 
seems to me they are two ki 
advantagess and human advan . 

» “ The natural advantages of a country are 
advantages of position and structure of con- 
stitution. The advantages of the position of 
the United States may be assumed by the 
fact that, situated in the temperate zone of 
the Northern. Hemisphere, where nearly all 
the great civilizations have developed, it 
covers a large enough zone to include nearly 
every climate. Situated between two 
oceans, opening widely upon both, it is 


relatively within reach of the two great 


centers of population western Europe and 
eastern Asia. 
“The United States has the advantage 


to possess, with large surface, a simple relief 


which the disposition upon the borders of 
the continent Is favorable to a great variety 
of coasts and the establishment of good 
ports, while the grand plains which open in 
the center permit the development of one of 
the greatest streams of river navigation and 
lake navigation in the world. 

‘But the most decided natural advantage 
the United States enjoys is that it still 
possesses vast plains of virgin fertile soil, 


acres of coal lands and mining lands, copper. 


iron, and silver and gold, as abundant as it 
is easy to exploit. If the Americans had not 
possessed the cheapest coal in the world we 
would not have seen in twenty years their 
importation of iron and steel, raw or manu- 
factured, tumble from $70,000,000 to $12,000,- 
000, and their exportation, the reverse, 
mount from $12,000,000 to $70,000,000, If they 
had not this bread of industry so cheap the 
American industrial men could not offer the 
Cape their rails, to the houses of Natal their 
galvanized wires at 20 to 100 below the 
price’ of English manufacturers. At the 
other end of the world they could not furnish 
rails to the transmanchurians at prices 
beyond n with those of the Rus- 

to 100 below the lowegt prices 
of other European manufactories. What- 
ever may be the natural advantages which 


1 only indicate, they would not be sufficient 


to assume the economic superiority of the 
United States tf the Americans did not pos- 
sess in themselves decided advantages. | 
„Why do so many merchants, so many in- 
dustrial men of Japan, Cape Colony, Russia, 
and England prefer to adiiress themselves 
to American manufacturers instead of those 
of neighboring countries? It is not only be- 
cause the Americans furnish better and 
cheaper, but also quicker. — 


„The rapidity of production in the fever- 


ish state of contemporaneous industry is an 
advantage almost as important as the low 
price itself. Why did the Americans get the

„ With all this, American furnishers are 
supple and docile. Here is a characteristic. 
The rails and tubes of the Cape Colony order 
had to be of a particular length. The Scotch 
manufacturers refused to make them; so 
the Americans made no difficulty. 


MASTERS OF MACHINERY 


The American industry has a mechanical 
superiority. Without that, American ma- 
chines themselves would not form such an 
important part of the exportations. If the 
enormous American locomotives, with their 
100,000 pounds, their eight or ten wheels, 
commence to conquer the world, it is because 
experience has proved that they are better 
and surer upon the rails at high speed and 
better accommodated to the irregularities of 
the line and irregularities of the ground. 
“If Russia orders her cannon in Amer- 
fica it is because they are superior by their 
simplicity in design, light construction, and 
facility of management and rapidity of 
firing. 

“This superiority of the American ma- 
chinery is naturally manifest in the indus- 
trial products, in textile products, in metal- 
-lurgi¢ products, If Americans can sell their 
woolens and cottons, iron and steel, cheap, 
it is not only because they secure the raw 
material at low figures, but because they 
employ the maximum of perfected machin- 
ery and the mimimum of labor. If they can 
deliver their products in a period three or 
four times shorter than their rivals, one of 
the principal reasons is the development of 
their installations. 

Visit the great factories of America, 
take a tour through, the immense work- 
rooms, which are like deserts of machines. 
Measure these monsters of iron and steel, 
‘at the foot of which the body of an Anglo- 
Saxon seems that of an infant. This will 
give you a direct impression of the indus- 
trial superiarity of America. 

„These are the immediate causes of the 
commercial expansion of the United States, 
but these great facts have even other 
causes. Americans possess natural me- 
chanical genius. That spirit of comparison 
of practical measures which makes invent- 
ors and constructors thgAmericans possess 
to a high degree. An A erican knows how 
to calculate horse-power, 
power, volts, amperes, as well as dollars. 
Often he is not strong in pure science, but 
science with him is at once translated into 
application, like their application in af- 


acy primary school the American 
child is given a manual training much more 
systematic than in France. He learns with 
his ttle hands to use tools, to form material 
he is already a constructor, Young man, 
he finds in the high school all the facilities 
for practicing sclence-vast laboratories, 
where each pupil has the essential ap- 
paratus which permits him to instjtute ex- 

ents, pursue personal manipulation, 
such as young men in French schools have 
no chance to do. If Tre goes to the univer- 
sity, if he is destined to be a doctor, an 
agriculturist, a ＋ saat or a grocer, he 
will study electricity thoroughly, theories 
and application. It is a general instruction 
general culture. 


WORKMAN A FACTOR. 


“A few years ago scientific instruction 
in the United States schools became almost 
exclusively practical. The pupil contented 
himgelf with great laws of science. To- 
day the Americans have remedied this ex- 
cese; they have given theoretic science a 
place. It is precisely this union of practical 
and theoretical science that makes the me- 
chanical education in America the most ef- 
ficacious in the world. The French are 
often savants, the English taskmasters: the 
Americans are the engineers. The American 
is always in search of an invention, great or 
small. Workmen are inventors. The Patent 
office at Washington is the great office of 
enregistrement of the mechanical American 
imagination. Each week the office b- 
lishes @ great volume of patents. From

million of patents. From 1621 to 1890 in 
England only 150,000 were delivered. 

It is not only the machine but the me- 
chanical spirit which reigns master in Amer- 
ican workshops. Take as an example the 
furniture manufacture. One never sees an 
American workman—as one sees a French 
workman—work alone on an entire piece of 
furniture, and go from one piece to another, 
In America work is rigorously divided. 
Each one works at his piece without know- 
ing anything about the whole in which ft 
will form a part. Upon his precision in fol- 
lowing measures given him depends the 
final adjustment of the whole, Little is left 
to the artistic sense of the workman. Each 
piece arrives upon the minut@ in the as- 
sembling-room, and the piece of furniture 
adjusts like a machine. 8. 


MASTER WORKS WITH MAN. 

“At the head of this strict organization 
is a responsible director, because he is the 
Interested one. What we call the absen- 
teeism of the owner or patron does not yet 
exist in the United States. Often the grand 
patron is the director, who works as hard as 
the workman, who rises eatly. harély takes 
time to eat, and works at night. , 

‘Always present, he watches himself lik 

a Captain of a boat at the helm of a ship 
in an agitated sea; he is ready for any 
emergency; ready to recelye extraerdinary 
orders. Often the uniformity of his orders 
permits him to be ready. For instance, the 
machine shops have the pieces for fifty 
locomotives in stock. They can be mounted 
in a few days. 

But when the English order came there 
was not a plece of the machinery in the 
shops, as the order called for English mod- 
els. The American director gave proof of 
his power to go ahead by filling the order 
anyway. It is this adaptability the English 
envy in America. Americans try to please 
their clients, while lofty John Bull will. not 
compromise his dignity. American indus- 
try not only adapts itself to the increase of 
orders it receives, but it also keeps pace With 
the new inventions. ny firms renew their, 
machinery ‘every five years. 

“The same initiative, the same decision 
which presides over the production presides 
over the sale of it. The pushing American 
easily surpasses easy-golng John Bull. The 
American produces; he must sell, The 
American traveling man receives a high sal- 
ary, but he must sell or he is removed. 

“The American workman, excepting as 
an inventor, has not heretofore appeared to 
us a factor in the economic superiority of 
the United States. Can one believe that 
the American expansion is prodigious when 
one remembers the workmen employed? 
American workmen are paid more and 
work fewer hours than European workmen. 
Ignoring the many American workmen who 
work as long and for as small salaries as in 
Europe, ignoring that the increase in the 
use of machines daily increases the unem- 
ployed and diminishes the expertness re- 
quired in many professions, all tending to re- 
duce wages; admitting that on general prin- 
ciples an American workman works less 
time and earns more wages than his col- 
league in Europe, does the American work- 
man enter into the commercial development 
of American development as a negative 
factor? | 

No, the American workman earns a 
quarter more than the English workman, 
but produces a third more, Is this extra 
production, due to machines, as one may 
conclude .from the fact that the workman 
works fewer hours? No, those who thus 
conclude forget the fundamental factor in 
the economic power of America, the inten- 
sity of the work of the American workman. 


FUND OF NERVOUS ENERGY. 


“Hard workers—that is the characteristic 
of the American workmen. The American 
rush reigns not only on Broadway and in 
the cries in Wall street, but in American 
workshops. The fever for work is as in- 
tense as the business fever. The American 
workman neither smokes nor whistles nor 
sings—he works. Otherwise he could not 
live, for he is paid by the piece. At the end 
of the first week the newly arrived Euro- 
pean workman makes little money—his lodg- 
ing if not his food is dearer. The next week 
he works harder. He soon catches the 
fever, but at the price of his pleasures, re- 
pose, and gayety. It is great muscular use 
of force which taxes the brain. If one meas- 
ured human force in the manner we meas- 
ure electric force we would find at the end 
of his eight or nine hours the American 
workman has spent more of his physical and 
mental force than the European workman 

in ten or eleven hours. One only has to see 

thé collapsed, feverished state in which 
American workmen leave their shops to 
realize this. 

The superiority of America in the eco- 
nomic world is due, not only to the richness" 
of the soil, the perfection of machines, the 
decision, and the audacity the labor of the 
directors, but also to the immense prodigal- 
ity, intensity of the muscles and brains of the 
workmen.. Another element is the concen- 
tration of capital into trusts, which dimin- 
ishes the expense of production. Two-thirds 
of the capital engaged in industrial enter- 
prises in the United States is in the hands 
of trusts. 

“This suppresses to a minimum the ex- 
penses of advertisement and placing upon 
the markets so well done in the United 

States. It permits a perpetual increase and 
renewal of machines. Upon the American 
markets closed by the tariffs, the trusts in 
spite of the reduction in the cost of produc- 
tion maintain high prices—higher than those 
in Europe—but those prices can also be 
lowered to a minimum to compete even in 
their own country with the smaller indus- 
tries of the backward producers. 

have not finished with the reasons 
which contribute to the economic superiority 
of the United States. The financial situation 
of the country favors it. The public debt 
is now only $100,000,000,000, or $15 for each 
inMabitant. In England each inhabitant 
would have a charge of $87, in France $115. 
They have never had standing army ex- 
penses to amount to anything, one soldier 
to each 750 inhabitants. In France we 
have one for every seventy. 

“The United States have possessed 
marked advance in public instruction and 
education. The American workman is not 
only more ardent, but better educated than 
his rivals. Furopean education has ad- 
vanced, but meanwhile Americans have had 
the chance to get ahead. American instruc- 
tion has been directly an aid in the past 
development of national affairs. 

„In America there used to be only private 
affairs.. Each person struck out into busi- 
hess, without an apprenticeship other than 
business itself. The above is less the case 
now. Business is less free. The administra- 
tion of great factories has become as com- 
Plicated as that of the government, and to 
meet the difficulty business schools have 
been established. The Americans realize 
that natural aptitudes, common sense, gen- 
eral and dally experience no longer suffice, 
and here again they are practical—they teach 
business. To aid in the therease of their 
commercial empire the Americans have felt 
the necessity to organize an army, constitute 
a marine, organize their diplomatic relations 
in keeping With their new expansion. They 
feel the need of a Commercial Minister, and 
are preparing to have one. The high tariff 
is now found an inconvenience, The trusts 
themselves will soon cede to popular opin- 
ion, and allow free trade, for if the tariff 
Erovects home industry from importation it

FEDERAL OFFICERS ARE SUED. 


Attorney General and Others Asked by 
William Coakley for Damages—Sup- 
posed Basis Refusal to Prosecute. 


Some mystery surrounds the filing of a suit 
kor $100,000 damages in the Circuit Court on 
Wednesday afternoon in which William 
Coakley named as defendants United States 
Attorney General J. W. Griggs, former 
United States District Attorney J. C. Black, 
United States Commissioner Wirt E. 
Humphrey, William O. Johnsen, John Stir- 
len, Amos S. Crane, and Geo E. Dudley. 
The claim for damages is thought to be 
based on the refusal of thé United States 
Attorney’s office to present certainfcharges 
made by Mr. Coakley to the grand jury. 

The plaintiff is said to have asked the 
federal officials to prosecute the Fitchburg 
railroad company of ‘Massachusetts for al- 
leged violations of the interstate commerce 
act, but the evidence which he presented is 
said to have been insufficient, and the gov- 
ernmem attorneys dropped the matter. This 
is the theory of some of the defendants, but 
no confirmation could be had, as the plain- 
tiff is out of the city. . 

Assistant United States Attorney O. E. 
Pagin remembered having met Mr. Coakley. 
He said: 

“ Coakley came into our office during 
March, 1896, when Genera! Black was United 
States Attorney. Coakley had been West- 
ern agent of the Fitchburg railroad com- 
pany, but had had some trouble with the 
officials and severed his connections with 
them. When he came here he wanted to 
have us bring to the attention of the grand 
jury an alleged violation of the interstate 
commerce law on the part of the Fitchburg 
company. He declared the company had 
granted rebates and had discriminated in 
favor of certain shippers, but as most of the 
alleged offenses were committed in the East 
we had no jurisdiction. Then the com- 


| plainant related certain instances of rebates 


said to have been offered in the West, but 
the guilt_in these cases seemed to fall upo 
Coakley, if on any one, and we told him sé. 
I do not see that he has any ground for ac- 
tion against us. A. S. Crane and G. E. Dud- 
ley, named as defendants, were officials of 
the railroad in 1806.“

PORTO RICAN SUGAR, AND TOBACCO. 

The editor of Gunton’s Magazine, a pub- 
lication which claims to be the scientific de- 
fender of extreme protection and excessive 
duties on competing goods, takes President 
McKinley to task for his statement that 
“our plain duty is to abolish all customs 
tariffs between the United States and Porto 
Rico, and give her products free access to 
our markets.“ The eritie of the President 
says “the only reason for having a pro- 
tective tariff on products of foreign coun- 
tries is to make importing competitors pay 
in tariff duties the equivalent of the differ- 
ence in labor cost.” The existing duties on 


| Porto Rican tobacco and sugar were im- 


posed because the labor cost of production 
was lower than that of American tobacco 
and sugar. “If the free importation of 
Porto Rican products would have been an 
economic injury to American industries last 
year it will be so now.” If the free ad- 
mission of these products is made necessary 
by the annexation of Porto Reo, “ then that 
is a frank corffession that annexation is an 
economic and industrial mistake. Agricul- 
tural industries in this country need just as 
much protection as they ever did from the 
low-wage conditions of Porto Rico.” | 

It has been the habit of protectionists to 
say that when competition : me domestic 
instead of foreign it changed its character. 
The men who have been most anxious to 
have, duties levied on the cheaper agri- 
cultura} products of Canada have said 
frankly that the cheapness of those products 
would not be harmful if Canada became a 
part of the Upited States. The fact was 
recognized that the labor cost of tobacco 
and wheat vary widely in different parts 
of the United States, but no onist 
ever contended that the tobacco raiser of 
Connecticut and Wisconsin was harmed 
because he had to pay his hired men higher 


North Carolina, or that wages in Coanecti- 
cut would be pulled down because lower 
wages were paid in Virginia. 
The argument has been advanced in the 
past, and it is a sound one, that when a 
‘foreign country is annexed the consumption 
by it of American products is so much in- 
creased as to more than make good the

growing disposition of their drivers to dis- 
regard the rights of other drivers and pedes- 
trians, it seems to be only a matter of time 
when some special police measures must be 
directed against operators of these novel ve- 
hicles. One of the first of these measures 
should strike at the motor gong, which from 
some mistaken idea has been regarded as 
contributing to public safety, That is to be 
protected by regulating the speed of those 
vehicles. 

There is something peculiarly imperious 
and insolent in the sound of the ordinary 
motor gong. It comes as the unmistaka- 
ble, metallic challenge: “I’m coming; get 
out of the way.” Everywhere those motors 
are run at almost twice the speed of the 
horse carriages, and no fire marshal whip- 
ping his horse to a 4-11 call is more strenu- 
ous in clanging for a clear street than are 
motor drivers in challenging a street cross- 
ing. The motormen slow up, as a rule, only 
when their gongs, which they display 4 


proved ineffective in clearing a crossing. 
The competent motor driver—and there 
should be no other—has full and perfect 
control of his machine. There is no fear 
of its shying. There is no danger of its run- 
ning away. The motor carriage has no 
paramount rights in the streets, and hence 
needs no gong to teams or 
pedestrians out of its way. As be- 
tween a carriage drawn by nervous 
horses and the solid, stolid motor vehicle, 
the horses should have right of way in a 


gong on the motor carriage, at least in the 
business district, where that carriage should 
go no faster than other vehicles? Bsthetic- 
ally, the gong is an offense to the ear. It is 
also offensive to the dignity of a citizen on 
foot, who has been accustomed to rest under 
the assurance of law that his rights as a 
pedestrian are paramount to those of any 
vehicle not driven by the fire department.

Charles Eliot may be said to be the clev- 
erest, and certainly the most intellectual, 
diplomat in the service of Queen Victoria, .

A profound knowledge of Sanskrit with a 
mastery of the Finnish language, besides 
being able to converse fluently in Russian, 
Turkish, Syriac, Arabic, and about half a 
dozen other languages. In fact, he 
has even published a Finnish grammar; 
which shows that he must be possessed by an 
almost demoniacal craze for knowledge, 
since the wildest flights of imagination can- 
not conceive of any diplomatic controversy 
between England and Russia on the subject 
of Finland, or where a knowledge of the 
Finnish language would be useful.

NDER the title, France and Italy, 

(Seribner), Imbert de Saint-Aman 
has issued another of his gossipy 
books of history, which is translated 
by Elizabeth Gilbert Martin. In the 


finds a 12 congenial and pleasant 
theme. e war was short, brilliant, fairly 
conclusive as to results, though not all that 
Napoleon III. hoped for, and, besides, the 
subject is especially grateful to the French- 
man, who, since 1970-71, has been sitting 
in the shadow of defeat.and mourning the 
loss of empire and prestige. : 
The second empire, up to the fatal declara- 
tion of war against Germany, was brilliant, 


and after the Crimea and Magenta and Sol- 


ferino Napoleon III. was the sovereign of 
all others who occupied the central stage of 
European affairs. It is not surprising, there- 
fore, that to Imbert de Saint-Aniand and 
Frenchmen generally the memory of those 
days of enthusiasm and apotheosis has still 
a charm. Old men like to recall their youth, 
and in winter we dream of the reliance of 
spring.” As to the popular idea nowadays of 
Napoleon III., “as a dreamer, irresolute, 
chimerical, at the mercy of events, and 
blindly obedient to the suggestions of his 
advisers,“ the most recent historian of the 
war of 1850 says: ; 

Nothing could be more unlike the truth. On the 
contrary, until disease had impaired his forces, 
the Emperor was pretminently a man of action, 
relying on no one but himself, and no poll 
personage has possessed to a higher degree the 
quality of personal initiative. What other pre- 
tender has ever dreamed of such bold attempts 


— was ever so rash as that of the 24 of Decem-~ 


of 1850? 

It is but just to say that the- France 
played in the Crimean war and the adroit 
way in which Napoleon contrived to make 
Francis Joseph the nominal aggressor and 
author of the war which resulted in free- 
ing Milan and Venice from Austrian rule 


and afterwards (though against Napoleon's 


original mtentions) in the unification of 
Italy, confirm the author’s favorable view 
of Louis Napoleon's sagacity and audacity. 
It is now well known that the Napoleon who 
suffered himself to be hurried into the war 
against Prussia was neither physically nor 
mentally the equal of the Napoleon who, in 
1850, led the armies of France to a speedy 
and brilliant triimph. The disorder from 
which he died had sapped the vigor. mental 
and physical, of the Napoleon of 1870, and 
prepared the way for Metz and an. ! 

At the same time it is evident to the read- 
er of the present volume that in many 
respects the comparatively easy triumph 
of the French arms in Italy not a little con- 
tributed to the disasters twenty years later 
on the Rhine. When Napoleon ITI. returned 
to Paris after the peace of Villafranca at 
the end ot a glorious war, he was the hero 
and idol of France. The glamour of the 
Bonapartes was upon him and, to a great 
extent, upon Europe. France became prac- 
tically the master of the European situation 
and a spirit of self-confidence and vainglory 
seemed to pervade the French people. In 
the meanwhile Germany, following Napole- 
on's war doctrines, was slowly leaving be- 
hind the particularism which had been its 
weakness.. In other words, Louis Na- 
poleon’s action in Italy. glorious in itself, 
prepared the way for his downfall, not alone 
by pointing the road to German unity, but 
also by the aggrandizement and feeling of 
importance of France in Europe, which led 
to the false step of declaring war } 
Germany. 

These general truths of history are en- 
forced by Imbert de Saint-Amand, in his 
pleasant pages on France and Italy.“ The 
reader, familiar with the style of this some- 
what gossipy writer, will not be surprised 
to find many things in the volume that 
would have been passed by in silence as 
taken for granted by a more serious but 
probably less entertaining historian. The 
glimpses he incidentally gives of the brilliant 
court life and of the gayeties of Paris un- 
der the second empire add materially to 
the best of this readable and not too pro- 
found history of the war of 1859. 


“The Geography of Ch and Its

characteristics. Part second considers the 
development of the present geography. The 
story of the glaciation of the region, and 
the influence it had on topography is told 
in a clear and interesting style. The his- 
tery of Lake Chicago, the name given to this 
extension of Lake Michigan, which once 
covered the Chicago plain, and the various 
topographic forms it left on its recession, 
are discussed fully. Diagrams, pictures, 
and maps, including a full page relief map 
of the region, add to the value of the essay. 
It should prove of inter not only to 
teachers and students to many other

ORDERS LICENSE REPORT. 


KIPLEY AFTER RESTAURANTS SELL- 
ING LIQUOR WITHOUT PERMIT. 

Action Taken at Behest ot Mayor Har- 
rison—Suggested by the Case of the 
Eating-House in the Union Depot— 
Inspectors in the Various Divisions 
Will Investigate — Saloonkeepers 
Pleased at Prospect of Reducing 11— 


legal Competition. 


Superintendent of Police Kipley yesterday 
sent out orders for a report on all cases of 
restaurants selling diquor without a city 
license, as was the case with the one in the 
Union Depot. This action was taken on 
orders from Mayor Harrison. 

I noticed while I was away,“ the Mayor 
said last night, “a publication in THE 
TRIBUNE telling how the restaurant at the 
Union Depot was selling liquor without a 
license, and I thought it would be a good 
plan to know how many others are conduct- 
ing business on similar lines. The city needs 
all the money it can get, arid if people ex- 
pect to sell liquor they must expect to pay 
for the privilege.”’ 

Inspector Hartnett of the First Division 
said: “I do not know personally that there 
are any such places in my district, but shall 
make a thorough investigation and find out. 
1 do not know the reason for the issuance 
of the order, but, of course, the selling of 
intoxicating liquors in restaurants without 
4 regular city non is in violation of the 

W. 

Inspector Hunt ot the Second Division 
gaid: I have no knowledge of the exist- 
ence of such places in this district. Chief 
Kipley’s order will be seconded by a thor- 
ough investigation, in the territory in my 

and if any restaurant is selling 
liquor without all the proper licenses it will 
be called to account.” 

Inspector Shea of the Third Division said: 
With the exception of the restaurant in 
the Union Depot there are no saloons or 
restaurants on the West Side where liquor 
is being sold without a license. I don't re- 
gard Chief Kipley’s order as being applica- 
ble to the West Side. As a matter of fact, 
this side of the city is particularly free from 
violations of this sort. I don't intend to 
make any especial efforts to hunt up unli- 
censed saloons. I was given to understand 
that the order was directed at restaurants 
“where liquor was sold without license. These 
restaurants are all located in the down-town 
district and in Hyde Park.” 

Inspector Heidelmeler of the Fourth Divis- 
ion, after investigation, reported that there 
were no restaurants selling liquor without a 
license on the North Side. The few restau- 
rants in which beer is sold, he said, are pro- 
vided with retail liquor licenses. 

Among saloonkeepers the order caused 
great rejoicing, as it is claimed that the in- 
discriminate selling of liquor by unlicensed 
restaurantkeepers has injured the saloon 
trade greatly in many districts.

The time of the meeting was largely 
taken up with a discussion of what advance 
in prices should be decided upon at the — 45 ö 
ing. Western and central manufactur 
have been making a lower price than 
Eastern manufacturers, and the latter —— 
that the former come into line with them. 
and a general price be decided upon. The 
Eastern range of prices is from $4 to $5 per 
dozen, while the Western and central is 
from $3.25 to $5. This difference is said to 
be more apparent than real, however, as the 
Eastern brooms are of better quality. It is 
claimed a further advance is necessary to 
compensate for the advance in the price of 
broom corn. It is said the Union Broom 
Supply company of Chicago, which owns at 
least 95 per cent of the available supply of 
corn, amounting to about 22,000 tons, will 
on the first of February advance prices 
amother cent a pound, from 10 to 11 cents, 
and representatives of the company are 
credited with the statement that the price 
will in all probability reach 15 cents before 
the end of next summer.

The best evidence that the year 1890 was 
one of general prosperity is found in the fact 
that it was a year almost without railway 
bankruptcies. In only two years since 1875 
have the roads for which receivers were ap- 
pointed been so few, and in only three years 
of the same period were the mileage and cap- 
ital involved so small. 

From the record kept by the Railway Age 
it appears that only one road of importance, 
the new Kansas City, Pittsburg and Gulf, 
which defaulted in its obligations before it 
had time to demonstrate its earning capacity, 
was placed in the charge of receivers early 
in the year. Of the nine others in the Uat 
two are short logging roads, belonging to 
private companies, and not properly to be 
enumerated among common carriers; one is 
an old narrow-gauge road, that has never 
been profitable, and is owned by a great 
railway company, which now proposes to 
straighten out its title by foreclosure; and 
the others are short local lines, mostly in 
the experimental stage. The totals. cover- 
ing all these conditions represent ten com- 
panies, with 1,019 miles of road and a capi- 
talization of $52,285,000. 

The record of foreclosure sales also shows 
a large decrease in number of roads and 
mileage over immediately preceding years, 
indicating that the supply of bankrupt com- 
panies is being steadily reduced. The fore- 
closures for the year included thirty-two 
roads, with 4,204 miles of line and $267,000,- 
000 of capital, of which $155,000,000 was rep- 
resented by bonds. Among these roads were 
the Wisconsin Central, Cen Vermont, 
Baltimore and Ohio Southw Wheel- 
ing and Lake Erie, Cleveland, Canton and 
Southern, Columbus, Hocking Valley and 
Toledo, and Jacksonville, Tampa and Key 
West. These seven roads have 3,360 miles 


of lines, and represented an a 
ment of over $220,000,000.
